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STATISTICS  OF  NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

OF  THE  AREA, \ 


The  area  of  the  Rural  District  of  Rowland  is  83,272  acres. 

The  Registrar-General  1 s estimate  of  resident  copulation  for 
the  middle  of  the  year  1344  is  4*868,  a decrease  of  132.  Last 
year  there  was  a decrease  of  146  recorded  and  the  year  before 
one  of  215.  The  decrease  is,  of  course,  in  large  measure  due  to 
call-up  of  men  and  women  to  the  Forces  and  for  other  National 
Service.

As  detailed  in  1342  report  except  that  the  sick 
bay  opened  at  Holden  Clough  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
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in  September  1940  was  closed , owing  to  there  being  very  few  evacuees 
remaining  in  the  area . 

The  district  has  access  to  Langroyd  Maternity  Home , near  Colne , 
and  to  Staincliffe  County  Hospital , Dewsbury  for  general  medical 
and  surgical  cases.  This  is  a West  Hiding  County  Council  Hospital 
but  only  one  case  has  so  far  been  admitted . Fuller  use  should  be 
made  of  this  hospital. 

v i . Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  use  of  the  ambulance 
of  Messrs.  Tomlinsons  of  Clitheroe  on  the  rare  occasions  when  this 
was  necessary  for  civil  non-inf ectious  cases  and  found  the  arrangement 
satisfactory . 

Most  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area , however , make 
their  own  private  arrangements. 

vii.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

As  indicated  in  194R  report. 

The  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  opened  at 
St.  Helen's  School , Waddington , under  auspices  of  the  County  Council 
in  1939  continues  to  function , and  is  well  attended  and  appreciated. 
Transport  is  difficult  owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  area , but 
help  is  given  by  the  District  Nurses  with  their  cars , and  by  a few 
other  people . 

There  is  need  for  a similar  centre  at  Gisburn.

242  evacuees  arrived  in  the  area  in  July  in  consequence  of  the 
advent  of  flying  bombs  in  the  south  of  England,  these  were  all 
individually  examined  before  going  out  to  billets  and  their  general 
condition  from  the  point  of  view  of  health  and  cleanliness  was  good.

Water  Supplies. 

Sawleu  and  Grindleton:  There  was  again  considerable  shortage 
and  lack  of  force  particularly  at  the  top  of  the  village.  This 


was  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  found  possible  to  install  the 
storage  tanks  referred  to  in  my  last  report , until  November  when 
300  yards  of  3U  pipe  were  laid  and  a 12,000  gallons  storage  tank 
erected  at  Whitehall  Road  End  ancl  a smaller  tank  of  2,000  gallons 
erected  at  • I’hickley  Greaves. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  properties  throughout  the  village 
were  satisfactorily  supplied  and  there  should  be  no  further  difficulty 
It  was  found  that  considerable  wastage  of  water  in  this  Parish  was 
caused  by  leakage  from  the  3"  cast  iron  main  at  Sawley  which  feeds  a 
private  supply  and  over  which  the  Council  has  no  control. 

Bashall  Eaves:  Consideration  was  given  to  the  possibility  of 
supplying  this  village  and  farms  en  route  by  laying  a pipe  line  from 
the  reservoir  of  the  Waddington  Water  Supply  Committee  and  discussion 
with  that  Committee  indicated  that  this  would  be  feasible.  No 
definite  action  was  taken. 

Tinklers  Farm  and  Bungalow:  These  highly  unsatisfactory  supplies 
were  mentioned  in  my  last  report  but  the  owners  found  it  was  not 
feasible  to  bring  a pipe  line  from  Field  Head  as  had  been  discussed. 
The  well  however  was  cleaned  out  and  some  improvement  affected. 
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Stopper  Lane:  Several  years  ago  the  Council  recommended  that 
the  houses  in  this  village  be  connected  up  vnth  the  main  which 
the  Council  had  laid  on  from  Rimington  to  Stopper  Lane  for  that 
purpose.  On  22nd  March,  1943*  & full  report  was  furnished  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  at  their  request  but  no  reply  has  been 
received  from  them  to  date. 

Paytho  me:  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  mad3  a detailed 
investigation  of  the  supplies  to  each  of  the  14  properties  in 
this  area  and  reported  a very  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs . 

With  the  exception  of  Englands  Head  Farm,  which  is  well  supplied 
by  a spring  near  the  River  Ribble,  the  various  properties  receive 
their  domestic  supply  form  surface  sources,  which  are  very  unsatis- 
factory. It  was  recommended  that  serious  consideration  should  he 
given  to  this  matter  o,nd  in  view  of  the  similar  position  obtaining 
in  the  lower  portion  of  Gisburn  Forest , that  the  possibility  of 
improving  the  supply  to  that  area  should  be  investigated. 

The  Medical  Officer  recommended  that  the  services  of  a 
Consulting  Engineer  be  obtained  for  guidance . 

Gisburn:  The  owner  of  the  Gisburn  private  water  supply 
approached  the  Council  with  a view  to  the  Council  taking  over  the 
supply.  Consideration  of  the  matter  was  left  over  till  fuller 
particulars  were  received. 

Individual  Farms  in  Gisburn  Forest  and  Pay  thorns : S amp les 
of  water  taken  at  Lane  Side' Farm,  Temperance  Hotel,  Sedgwicks 
Farm,  Dobsons  Farm,  Chadwicks  Farm,  and  Burnridge  Chapel  were  all 
satisfactory . Samples  taken  at  Grunsagill  Farm,  Skirden  Hall 
Farm,  Calder  House  Farm , Newhouse  Farm,  Greenford  Farm,  Buck  Inn, 
Stoop  Lane  Farm,  Forest  Becks  Farm,  Higher  Flass  Farm,  Middle 
Flass  Farm  and  Lower  Flass  Farm  were  unsatisfactory . 

The  tenant  of  Higher  Flass  Farm  was  advised  to  boil  all 
water  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  gas tro -intestinal  troubles  privaisnt  amongst  the 
occupants  of  some  of  these  farms  is  probably  due  to  drinking 
infected  water. 

Suggested  Joint  Water  Board:  For  Clitheroe  Borough , Clitheroe 
Rural  and  Bowland  Rural  Districts  was  considered  by  the  Rowland 
Council.  The  Council  was  of  the  opinion  that  no  advantage  to 
our  area  would  accrue  by  setting  of  such  a Board  as  Clitheroe 
Rural  District  Council  had  suggested. 

Drainage , Sewerage,  Sewage  Disposal  and  Public  Cleansing.

Slaidburn: 
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There  were  complaints  again  regarding  insufficient  ^ 
emptying  of  pail  closets  in  the  village  of  Slaidburn  ana 
Newton.  These  were  found  due  to  large  measure  to  injlux , 
of  evacuees  and  visitors  and  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  ine  < 
complaints.  But  this  recurring  trouble  points  to  t^e  sewering 
of  Slaidburn , particularly,  being  highly  desirable  a$  on  early 
Post-War  project.

Fourteen  schools  in  the  district  have  all  been  inspected 
during  the  year  and  found  for  the  most  part  very  clean *

Water  Supplies. 

The  whole  of  the  Water  Supplies  in  the  Area  are 
regularly  inspected  and  samples  taken  when  required. 

During  the  year  the  laying  of  New  Water  Mains  and  Construct- 
ion of  tvj>o  storage  reservoirswere  carried  out  in  Grindleton  to 
obviate  shortage  of  supply  at  the  top  end  of  the  village , which 
had  suffered  periodical  shortage  for  a number  of  years.  The 
work  was  completed  in  December , 1944>  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  works  carried  out  have  overcome  the  shortage  experienced 
by  about  24  houses  situate  at  the  top  end  of  the  Village. 

The  Electricity  charges  for  the  Booster  Pump  have  also  been 
reduced  by  more  than  50 

Shortages  are  still  experienced  at  Bashall  Eaves,  Gisburn 
Forest  and  Paythornc.  The  Council  are  considering  the  supply 
of  water  over  the  whole  of  the  area  with  a view  to  supplying 
where  practicable  the  whole  of  the  district.

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


No  extensions  to  Sewers  or  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  works  at  Gisburn,  Bol ton-by-Bowland,  Grindleton  and 
Haddington  continue  to  work  satisfactorily,  although  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  near  future  to  modernise  the  works  at  Waddington 
to  deal  with  the  Sewage  satisfactorily  in  order  that  the  effluent 
satisfies  the  Rivers  Board. 
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Rivers  and  Stream s. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  in  the  Council  's  area  are  usually 
found  to  be  very  clean  and  free  from  any  serious  pollution. 

Scavenging . 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  's  Scavengers  in 
the  Villages  of  Wadding  ton,  West  Bradford,  Grindle  ton,  Saiolcy, 
Holden,  Sol ton-by-Bowland,  Cisburn,  Rimington,  Sla,idburn  and 
Newton,  and  during  the  year  £ 255 • 7-  5d  was  received  by  the 

Council  for  the  sale  of  waste  paper,  rags  and  tins. 

Shops  Act,  19^6. 

No  infringements  of  this  Act  have  occurred  during  the  year. 
New  Buildings . 

Eleven  plo,ns  were  received  during  the  year.  Ten  of  these 
were  approved  and  one  disapproved , this  being  for  proposed 
Garage  at  Gisburn.  Two  of  the  plans  related  to  four  cottages  at 
Sawley  for  Mr.  Fattorini . 

BaKehouses . 

The  three  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  generally  found 
in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

In  conclusion , Mr.  Chairman,  I wish  to  thank  you  and  the 
members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  your  valued  help  and  support  in  dealing  with  matters 
which  have  come  before  the  Council  during  the  year.

4 houses  wore  found  to  b~  in  a dirty  condition  and  were 
sprayed  with  a special  insecticide . 

Offensive  Trades. 

Gut  Scraping  has  been  carried  out  at  the  C.W.S.  premises  at 
Mi t ton.  Fat  Boiling  at  these  premises  has  been  discontinued 
owing  to  the  very  offensive  smells  and  the  close  proximity  to 
food  production  stores.  43  inspections  were  carried  out  and  the 
premises  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Wood  Huts  and  Caravans. 


The  Council  considered  a report  made  by  a Sub-Committee  on 
the  undesirability  of  a number  of  these  structures , which  in 
some  cases  have  been  erected  for  anwnber  of  years , and  it  was 
considered  that  until  such  times  as  a definition  of  the  term 
"Moveable  Dwelling"  could  be  obtained  no  definite  action  could 
be  taken  either  under  section  265  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193& 
or  under  the  Byelaws. 
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There  are  a total  of  4.6  wood  huts  and  3 
occupied  at  weekends  or  for  short  periods  in

Housing,  Drainage  and  Closet  Accommodation . 

176  inspections  were  made  at  dwelling  houses,  and  structural 
repairs  were  carried  out  at  52  houses. 

Drainage  was  reconstructed  at  2 houses  and  repaired  at  8 
houses.  Choked  dr  a ins  were  released  at  7 houses. 

5 new  septic  tanks  were  constructed,  and  repairs  carried  out 
to  2 existing  tanks. 

6 pail  closets  and  3 insanitary  privies  were  abolished  and 
10  new  water  closets  were  provided. 

The  issuing  of  a demolition  order  on  J empty  wood  bungalows 
near  Tinklers  Farm,  Slaidburn  was  considered  by  the  Council,  but 
as  the  owner  of  the  structures  desired  to  use  them  for  the  storing 
of  agricultural  implements  an  undertaking  was  accepted  that  they 
would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

A woo d hen  cabin  near  Uarylebone  Farm,  West  Bradford  was 
occupied  for  a short  time  by  a man  who  came  into  the  district  on 
casual  vjork.  The  structural  conditions  of  the  building  made  it 
entirely  unsuitable  for  human  habitation,  and  the  place  was 
vacated  without  statutory  action  being  necessary . 

A cottage  at  Whitewell  occupied  by  the  local  school  mistress 
was  found  to  be  in  an  exceedingly  dirty  condition.  Definite 
instructions  were  given,  and  a complot  cleansing  was  carried  out, 
and  a satisfactory  condition  has  been  maintained. 

4 cases  of  overcrowding  by  evacuees  in  various  parishes  were 
investigated  and  abated. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk  Supplu. 

528  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  cowsheds  and  dairies 
which  have  resulted  in  anumber  of  cases  in  repairs  and  improvements 
being  carried  out . Cleanliness  and  methods  of  production  still 

continue  to  show  an  improvement . Owing  to  the  restricted  use  of 
steam  for  sterilising  the  approved  standard  solution  of  Sodium 
Hypochlorite  has  been  used. 

6 new  cowsheds  and  13  new  dairies  were  constructed,  and  11 
cowsheds  and  5 dowries  reconstructed. 

Practically  all  milk  produced  in  the  area. > goes  to  collecting 
depots  in  adjacent  districts,  and  no  complaints  were  received  tha 
the  milk  was  in  a dirty  or  unsatisfactory  condition. 

At  one  period  of  the  year  it  was  discovered  that  a number 
of  empty  milk  churns  were  being  return  in  a dirty  condition,  and 
upon  investigation  at  the  milk  depot  it  was  found  that  sterilising 
and  cleansing  was  not  being  carried  out  owing  to  a defect  in  the 
plant,  this  matter  was  soon  rectified. 
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Thors  it  was  doubtful  that  clean  milk  was  being  produced  a 
sample  was  taken  at  the  farm  and  tested  for  dirt  content,  and  the 
producer  informed  of  the  result.  37  samples  were  taken. 

There  are  378  farms  in  the  area  and  milk  is  produced  for 
wholesale  distribution  at  JJ2. 

10  applications  were  received  from  farmers  for  registration  as 
wholesale  distributors . 

J 2 retail  traders  are  registered. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1916  to  1942. 

During  the  year  J licences  were  granted  by  the  County  Council 
for  the  production  of "Acer edited "milk  and  5 licences  for  the 
production  of "Tuberculin  Tcstod"milk.

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat. 

Slaughtering  was  only  permitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  at 
one  slaughterhouse , the  remaining  7 being  closed. 

Meat  is  sent  into  the  district  from  Clitheroe  and  Skipton 
Abattoirs. 

There  are  no  meat  stalls,  but  butchers  take  meat  round  the 
area  in  covered  vans. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  one  slaughterhouse  have  been 
inspected , and  as  far  as  possible  all  other  meat  entering  the 
district  has  also  been  inspected. 

97  slaughterhouse  visits  have  been  made , 252  visits  to 
butcher  ’ s shops,  and  73  visits  to  farms  for  the  casual  slaughtering 
of  pigs.

The  inspection  of  food  at  food  production  premises  revealed 
that  7 cwt  of  bacon  was  unfit  and  this  was  destroyed. 

Food  Production  Premises. 


82  inspections  were  made  at  food  production  premises , which 
were  maintained  in  a clean  condition . 

There  are  5 premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  for  the  production  of  Ice  Cream , and  12  premises  registered 
for  the  preparation  of  preserved  food. 

Destruction  of  Rats. 

Under  a direction  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  sewers 
in  the  various  parishes  were  baited  and  poison  baited  and  it  was 
estimated  from  the  Ministry  method  of  calculation  that  182  rats 
should  have  been  hilled. 

A part  time  rat  catcher  has  been  regularly  employed  on  the 
refuse  tips  and  sewage  works . 

A publicity  campaign  was  conducted  by  the  Ministry  of  Feed 
and  in  this  connection  posters  were  distributed  round  the  area. 

From  inspections  and  investigations  of  land  and  buildings 
as  defined  in  the  Infestation  Order  1943  tt  ms  found  that  very 
few  infestations  existed.  Most  of  the  infestations  in  this  area 
are  on  agricultural  land  and  are  dealt  with  by  the  War  Agricul  tural 
Executive  Committee. 

During  the  year  additional  duties  consisted  of  Fire  Guard 
Organisation,  distribution  of  respirators , and  helping  the 
Billeting  Officer. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  conserve  petrol,  therefore 
travelling  round  the  area  had  to  be  curtailed  to  a minimum,

4 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 case  of  Diphtheria  were 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital . All  recovered. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  sore-throats  at  the  Hcanings  due  to 
Haemolytic  streptococci  group  A in  four  members  of  this  small 
community . The  outbreak  was  controlled  by  isolation  and  treatment . 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified.  This  doubtless  is  6,ue  to  the  fact  that  a high 
percentage  of  children  have  been  immunised.  The  one  case  which 
occurred  was  a child  from  another  area.  Enquiry'  from  that 
Local  Authority  elicited  the  fact  that  he  had  not  received  a full 
course  of  immunisation.
